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SCHOOL BOARD 

Another year has rolled around, bringing its oppor- 
tunities and responsibilities for school work. How well 
we have met and improved these responsibilities and oppor- 
tunities time alone can determine. The opportunities will 
have been: Thirty-two weeks schooling, with efficient 
teachers for every pupil in the district who cared to avail 
themselves of it. The responsibility rests on the pupil, and 
parent as well, to get all the good possible from the oppor- 
tunities offered them. 

Schools have been maintained in eight different parts 
of the district, employing ten teachers, three school build- 
ings remaining unoccupied during the year. Owing to the 
scarcity of children in the New England homes and the 
growing tendency to leave school at the age of fourteen, 
the average membership in our schools has necessarily de- 
creased to an alarming extent. If this condition of things 
should continue it would seem to be a case of necessity to 
have more unoccupied school houses and employ less 
teachers. 

School building No. 8 has been thoroughly repaired 
and reseated, which made it necessary to delay the fall 
term, so the school is still in session. Owing to the fire 
in July the schools in No. 1 have been somewhat disturbed, 
being obliged to hold the sessions of the fall term in Church 
Hall and library room, but teachers and pupils took the 
situation kindly so there seemed to be no serious disad 
vantage in the arrangement. 

Owing to unavoidable delay in the completion of the 
new building, the winter terms could not begin until Decem- 
ber 26, so they are still in session. While the former build- 
ing was insured for $2,000, which was paid in full, the 
contents were practically a total loss. Your board was 
obliged to overrun the appropriation for school books and 
supplies to replace those destroyed, which were stored in 
the building. Now we have the new building, which is 
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identical with the one destroyed, and a new equipment of 
district books and supplies stored in a small room fitted up 
for the purpose. 

Owing to various untoward circumstances we have 
found our work somewhat varied and exacting, but in our 
judgment so far as the schools themselves were concerned 
it has been an exceptionally quiet and prosperous year, and 
good progress has been made along all lines of education.

LIBARIAN’S REPORT 


On July 15, 1911, our. Town Library was destroyed 
by fire. As there was no suitable room in which to place 
books for circulation, it was decided to wait for the com- 
pletion of the new school building before attempting to 
replace the loss. The money received from insurance on 
the property and sums given by interested parties enabled 
the trustees to equip and open the new library February 3, 
1912, on which day, in spite of the extreme cold weather, 
146 books were withdrawn. 

We now have on our shelves 2,076 volumes; 125 of 
these have been given by friends of the town. Mr. E. P. 
Storrs of Hanover kindly donated a set of Winston’s En- 
cyclopoedias, and 73 volumes were received from Mr. 
Bliss Perry of Boston. Acknowledgement is also made to 
Miss Grace Perry, Miss A. G. Washburn,. Mrs. E. P 
Storrs, Mrs. P. E. Fairfield, Mrs. T. Dimick and Mr. W. 
W. Parker for books received. There has been generous 
response to the call for magazines as our table will show. 
It is said “The true worth of a library is not measured by 
the abundance of things it possesses, but by the amount of 
service it can render.” Our aim is to be of the greatest 
service to the greatest number at the least cost. Money 
devoted to the maintenance ,of a town library is money 
well invested by any community.
